and lazy and to coole and aflwage the curio- 
ſity of the iealous, and ſuſpitiousʒ & to temper 
and conuince, the malignity of the falſe, and 
treacherous. The e oo and Maine Ends 
(out of which are eaſily deriuedtoany meane 
vnderſtanding infinit leſſe, & yet great ones) 
weare fir ſt to preach, & baptize into Chriſtian 
Religion, and by propagation of that Goſpell, to 
recouer out of the armes ofthe Diuell, a num.

In the yeare 1 606. Captaine Newport, with 
three (hips diſcouered the Bay of Cheſtopeoct 
in the height of thirty ſeauen . Ah of 
Northerly 1 a hundred per- 
ſons of ſundry qualities and Arts, in a Riuer 
falling into it; and left them vnder the Go- 
uernment of a Preſident and Councell, accord- 
ing to the authority deriued from, and limit- 
tel by his Mazeſties Letters Paltents. His re- 
turne gaue vs no hope of any extraordinary 
Conſequence, yet onely vpon report of the 
Nawigableneſſe of the Riuer, pleaſure, fertility, 
and /citwation of the land, to our proiected 
ends, wee freſhly and cheercfully ſent in the 
next yeare a like number: and yet alſo re- 
ceiuing nothing new, wee had courage and 
conſtancie to releeue them the third time, 
with one hundred more: at which returne ex- 
perience of error in the equality of Gouer- 
nors, and ſome out · rages, and follies commit- 
ted by them, had a little ſhaken ſo tender a bo- 
dy z after Conſultation and aduiſe of all the 
inconueniences in theſe three ſupplies, and 
finding them to ariſe out of two rootes, the 
forme of Gonernment, and length and danger of 
the paſſage, by the Southerly courſe of the 
Indjes: To encounter the fit, wee did reſolue 
and obteine, to renew our Letters Pattents, 


and: -

and to procure to our ſelues, ſuch ample and 
large priuiledges and powers, by which wee 
were at liberty to reforme and correct thoſe 
already diſcouered, and to preuent ſuch as 
in the future might thteaten vs; and ſo, to 
ſett and furniſh out vnder the Conduct of 
one able and abſolute Gonernor , a large ſup- 
ply of ſiue hundred men, with ſome number 
of families, of Wife, Children, and Seruants, 
to take faſt holde and roote in that land, and 
this reſolution was with much alacritie and 
confidence. And to meete the ſecond Incon- 
uenience, wee did alfo prepare to ſett out, one 
ſmall ſhipp, for diſcouery of a ſhorter way, 
and to make tryall of the Fiſhing within our 
Bay, and Riuer. Lek: 
Hetherco, vntill the ſending of this Aviſall 
for experience, and Fiete for ſetling the Go- 
wernment , appeares no diſtaſte, nor deſpaire; 
for euery ſupply in ſome reſpect, was grea- 
ter then other, and that in preparation grea- 
ter then them all in euery reſpect, and muſt 
in reaſon hold Anologie and proportion with 
our expectations and hopes at the diſ-· inbo- 

ging ot it. | | 
So that what-ſo-euer wound or Palſie this 
Noble action hath gotten, & the ſickneſſe vn- 
der which it ſeemes to _ , muſt needs ariſe 
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out of the ſuccelſe of cheſe two which wee 


will now examine apart with all equitye and 
cleereneſſe, and w aigh, whirherthere bee any 


ſuch reaſon, to deſiſt from the proſecution 


thereof, inrectiſied iudgementz or to fall ſo 
lowe in our reſolutions, and opinions of it, as 
rumor and ignorance doth pretend wee doe, 


or haue cauſe to doe. 


For the Daſconerie, Captaine Argoll recei- 
ued our Commiſſion vnder our Seale, with 


inſtruction (to auoide all danger of quarrel] 


wich the Subiects of the King of Spaine) not 
to touch vpon any of his Dominions actu- 
ally poſſeſſed, or rightly entituled vnto, and 
to ſhape his courſe free from the roade of 
Pyrotts, that hang vpon all ſtreights and 


\kirrs of lands; and to attempt a qirect and 


eleare paſſuge, by leauing the Canaries to 
N From — „to runne in a 
ſtreight Weſterne Courſe, or ſome point 
neere there-vnto . And fo to make an ex- 
perience of the Windes and Currents 
which haue affrighted all vnder- takers by the 
North. By which diſcouery, there would 
growe to vs much ſecuritie, and caſe, 
and all occaſion of offence remooued, and 
wee ſhould husband and ſaue a moyetic of 
che charge in victuall and freight, which 
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9. h 
was expended , and loſt in the Southerne 
paſſage. Ira if 51620 10 ff 
Io theſe endes hee ſett ſayle ſrom Ports.. 
mouth the fift day of May; and ſhaping his \Y 
courſe South-ſouth-weſt to the height of * 
thirty degrees, leauing the Canaries a hun- 
dred leagues to the Eaſt „hee found the 
windes large, and ſo tooke his cour ſe direct { 
Weſt, & did neuer turnenearer the South: & > 
becing in the longitude of the Barmudos hee 
found the winde a little ſcant vppon him, yet 
ſo, that on the thirteenth of aly he recouered 
our harbor : and in tryall found no currant, 
nor any thing elſo which ſhould deter vs from 
this way. 2 

Hee made his iourney in nine weekes , and 
of that was becalmed fourteene dayes: wher- 
vpon hee hath diuers times ſincehis teturne 
publikely auowed , and vadertaken to male 
this paſſage within ſeauen weekes : and that 
the windes in all this courſe, are as variable, as 
at other places, and no apparant inconue- 
nience in the way. 

So that che maine end of this aduiſe hath 
ſucceeded almoſt beyond our hopes; The 
ſecond for fiſhing, proued ſo plentifull, eſpeci- ö 
ally of Sturgion, of which ſore hee could haue He chat wens 
loaded many ſhips, if he had had, ſome man of ens 1 
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10 
{kill to pickell and prepare it for keeping, 
whereof he brought ſufficient teſtimony both 
ofthe fleſh and Caueary, that no diſcreet man 
will queſtion the truth of it, ſo it appeares 
cleerely that from hence there can bee deri- 
ned no cauſe to ſuſſpe or deſiſt from our 
firſt endes, but ſo contrary , that in this pro- 
ie& both our purpoſes and wares were happy 


and ſucceſſefull even to our deſires. But from 


this Ship ariſeth a rumor of the neceſſity and 
diſtreſſe our people were found in, for 
want of victuall: of which, though the noiſe 
haue exceeded the truth, yet we doe confeſſe 


agreat part of it; But can lay aſide the cauſe 


and fault from the deſſigne, truely and home 


vpon the miſgouernment of the Commiders, 


by diſſention and ambition among them- 


ſelues, and vpon the Idleneſſe and beſtiall 
ſlouth, of the common ſort, who were actiue 


in nothing but adhearing to factions and 


parts, euen to their owne ruine, like men 
almoſt deſperate of all ſupply, ſo conſci- 
ous , and guilty they. were to them-ſelues 
of their owne demerit , and laſineſſe. Bur 
lo ſoone as Captaine gol! arriued among 
chem, whoſe preſence and example gaue 
new aſſurance of our cares, and new life to 


their

their indeauours , by fiſhing onely in few 
daies , they were all recouered, growne 
hearty, able, and ready to vndertakeeuery ac- 
tion: So that if it bee conſidered that without 
induſtry no land is ſufficient to the Inhabi- 
tants: and that the trade to which they truſ- 
ted, betrayed them to looſe the opportunity 
of ſeed-time, and fo to ruſt and weare out 
them-ſelues :for the Naturals withdrewfrom 
all commerce and trafficke with them, cun- 
ningly making awar vpon them, which they 
felt not, who durſt no other-way appeare an 
enemye : And they beeing at diuiſion among 
themſelues, and without warrant from hence, 
could not reſolue to inforce that, which might 


haue preſerued them, and which in ſuch a 


neceſſity is moſt lawfull to doe, euery thin 
returning from ciuill Propryet y to Nzralf, 


and Primary Community: Laſtly if it bee 
remembred , that this Extremitie in which 


they were now relieued, (which is as happy 
inthe preſage of Gods future bleſſing as in his 
preſent prouidence and mercy ) was but an 
effect of that, we did fore · ſee in the firſt Go- 
uerument, and ſor which the forme was 


chaunged, and the new in proiect, and ther- 


fore cannot bee obiected as any iuſt excepti-

Conſidered, and digeſted in the former : It 
is then I ſay esident, that in al the progreſſe of 
this diſcouery, or any thing accidentall to it, 
there cannot bee rack d nor preſſed out any 
confeſſion, either of error in the ende, or miſ- 
carriadges in the waies vnto them. 

To the eſtabliſhment of a gouerument, ſuch 
as ſhould meete with all the reuealed incon- 
neniences; wee gaue our Commiſſion to an 
able & worthy Gentleman, 8. Thomas Gates, 
whome we did nominat and appoint /o/e and 
abſolute Gonernor of that Colony, vnder diucrs 
limitations, & inſtructions expreſſed in wri- 
ting: and with him wee ſent Sir George Sum. 
mers Admiral! , and Captaine Newport Vice» 
Admirall of Virginia, and diuers other per- 
ſons of rancke and quality, in ſeauen ſhippes, 
and two pinnaces, With ſeuerall Commilon? 
ſcaled , ſucceſſiuely to take place one: after 
another, conſidering the mortality, and vn. 
certainty of humaine life, and theſe to be de- 
uided into ſeuerall ſhips, _ 

Our fleete weighed anchor from Faimonth 
the eight of June the winde becing fayre, they 
ſnaped a courſe for the height of the Canaries; 
within few dayes ſayle, the Governor calling a 
Conncelof al the Captaines, Maiſters and Pilots, 
it was teſolued, they ſhould runne ſoutherly

vnto the Trepicque , and from thence beare 
away Weſt: ( which error will take vppallthe 
obiections of ſickneſſe, the ſuniBeing then in 
it was the cauſe of all the infection, and dif- 
eaſe of our men) At this conſultation, was de- 
liuered an inſtruction vnder ſeale, to euery 
Maiſter, with a prouiſion what courſe ſhould 
bee taken, if the fleete were ſeperated; which 
was that if the windes ſcanted, or were con- 
trary , or that any loſt /gbt of the Adwirall, 
they ſhould ſteete away for the weſt Indies, 
and make the Baruada an lland to the North 
of Dominico, and there to haue their Rende. 
vous, and to ſtay ſeauen daies one for ano- 
ther. | 
In this height and reſolution , ſhort of the 
weſt-Indies 150. leagues, on S. Iames day a ter- 
rible tempeſt ouer · took them, and laſted in 
extremity 48. houres , which ſcattered the 
whole fleete , and wherein ſome of them 
ſpent their maſts , and others were much 
Freed Within three daies foure of the 
flecte mette in conſort , and hearing no 
newes of their Admirall , and the windes 
returning large for Virginia, and they wea- 
ried and beaten , it was reſolued among 
them, to beare right away for our Bey, 


and to decline their commiſſion, which 
C within 


e » | 
within fewe dayes they made, and arri- 


ued in the Kings River , on the eleuenth of 
Angſt : In this paſſage , foureteene degrees 
to the South - ward of Virginia, ran no cur- 
rent with them, which ſhould hinder or 
make difficult that in Propoſition by the 
North · weſt. Within ſixe dayes after came 
in one, and within ſiue, another of our fleete, 
the Maiſters of both hauing fallen vpon the 
ſame Councell, by the opportunity of the 
winde, not to ſecke the Baruada, but to ſteere 
away for our Harbor, which doubtleſſe the 
Admirall him - ſelfe did not obſerue, but obey- 
ed his owne directions, and is the true or 
probable cauſe of his beeing caſt ſo farre into 
ſuſpition; where perhapps bound in with 
winde, perhaps enforced to ſtay the Maſting 
or mending of ſome· what in his ſhip, torne or 
loſt in this tempeſt, wee doubt not, but by the 
mercy of God hee is ſaſe, with the Pinnace 
which attended him, and ſhall both, or are by 
this time arriued at our Colony. 

Not long after theſe, another of our ſmall 
Pinnaces, yet alſo vnaccounted for, recoue- 
red the Riuer alone; and now ſeauen of our 
Fleete beeing in, they landed in health neere 
foure hundred perſons ; who beeing put a 
ſhore without their 'Gourrnor , or any order

from him, (all the Commiſſioners and prin- 
cipall perſons beeing aboord him,) no man 
would acknowledge a ſuperior : nor could 
from this headlefle and vnbrideled multitude, 
bee any thing expected, but diſorder and ry- 
ott, nor any countellpreuent,or fore-ſee,the: 
ſucceſſe of theſe wayes. det 
Nou if wee compare the diſaſters of this 

ſupply , with the nie ends, it will appeare 
they haue weakened none of them, but that 
they ſtill remaine ſafe and feaſable, for any 
thing ariſeth in obiection out of them. For 
that theſe accidents and contingencies, were 
euer to bee expected, and a reſolution was to 
bee put on at firſt armed againſt the probabi 

lity of them. Who can auoid the hand of God, 
or diſpute with him? Is hee fitt to vnder · tale 
any great action, whoſe courage is ſha-: 
ken and diſſolued with one ſtorme ?; Who 
knows, whither he that diſpoſed of our hearts 
to ſo good beginnings, bee now pleaſed to 
trye our conſtancie and perſeuerance, and to 
diſcerne berweene the ends of our deſires, 
whither Pyety or Couectouſueſſe carryed vs 
ſwifter > Fot if the r were the principal 
ſcepe, hence ariſeth nothing to inſirme 
or make that impoſſible : But as it falleth aut 
in buſineſſe of on conſequence, lomes

time the nobleſt ends, vpon which wee are 
moſt intenſe, are furtheſt remooued from the 


firſt ſtepps made vnto them, and muſt by leſ- 
ſer and meaner becapproched ; ſo Plantation 
of religion bee ing the maine and cheefe pur - 
poſe, admitts many things of leſſe and ſecon- 
dary conſequence of neceſſity to bee done 
— it: for an error or miſcarriage in one 
of which, to deſiſt or ſtaggar, Were to betray 
our principal end cowardly and faintly , and 
to drawe vpon our ſelues iuft ſcorne and re- 
prehenſion. 

Whither we ſhall diſcourſe out of reaſon, 
or example ʒ that euery action hath Proporti- 
onall difficulties , to the greatneſſe thereof, 
ſuch as muſt neceſſarily — admitted from 
the firſt conception, and ſuch as euen in the 


paſſage, dignific both the actors and the 
worke, if with prudence they fore-ſee all 
the hazards, and with Patence and Conſtan- 
cie,meete and encounter them. It muſt ey- 
ther bee confeſſed, that it was folly from the 
Origen and fir ſt ſtepp, not to haue beene pre- 
par d for ſuch as theſe; or that it is none 
now, not to quitt it, for them, but the grea- 
teſt of all to ſay, who would haue expected 
this > If wee caſt our eye vpon the Spaniſh 
Congueſt of the Inches, how aboundant their

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ſtories are of Fleets, Battailes, & Armies loſt: 
eighteene vpon the 2 t of Guiana, and 
more then ſeuentio in both the Indies, and 
yet with how indefatigable induſtrye., and 
proſperous fate, they haue purſued and van- 
quiſhed all theſe, their many Armies main- 
ope, can witneſſe, with too la- 
mentable an experience. 1 Hie 
If wee compare the beginnings, they were 
meaner then ours, and ſubiect to all the ſame; 
and much more vncertainty, If the Religion, 
ich ſhall crowne the ſucceſſe, it admitts no 
ntrouerſie nor Compariſon, among thoſe, 
to whome we write: if the Commodities, they, 
which wee haue in aſſurance and knowledge, 
are of more neceſſity, and thoſe in hope equal 
ly rich and aboundant. nde (en 
But to come home to our purpoſe: that 
which ſeemes to diſharten or ſhake our' firſt 
grounds in this ſuppyle; ariſeth from two
